Says it Would Not Create Capital a? 
Does Competition. 


Ithaca, N. Y „ Jan. 15.— “ Human na­

He said:— 
Many of us have learned to appro 
elate a Republican form of govern 
ment as the very highest type of civil 
administration. Nevertheless, the Bible 
teaches that Messiah’s reign will be 
that of a Monarchy; uot only so. it 
will be a very exclusive and aristo 
crntic Monarchy. 
Additionally, it will 
be most autocratic—theocratic. At first. 
in alarm, we are ready to say, Would 
not that be a most dangerous condi 
tion of things? 
Ordinarily yes. but 
when I shall describe the nature of the 
Kingdom and Its personnel, all your 
fears will assuredly vanish. 


The Reason For the Failure of Napo­ 
leon and Papacy. 
Scripturally, the Kingdom is describ 
ed as Earth's Fifth Universal Empire. 
I remind you of the Divinely inspired 
dream of King Nebuchadnezzar, as in 
terpreted by tile Prophet Daniel. 
The 
great image of Daniel ii, 31 was de­ 
scribed as representing the four suc­ 
cessive Universal Empires of earth — 
Babylon, 
Modo-Persia, 
Greeia 
and 
Rome. 
No fifth Universal Empire bas 
been possible; hence the failure of Na 
poleon and of Papacy to accomplish 
their intentions. 
The Pastor declared that the present 
governments of Europe represent the 
ten toes of Nebuchadnezzar’s image, 
and expressed the belief that very 


B ixin they will be smitten in a great 
time of trouble, as outlined In this 
prophecy. 
The trouble will entirely 
sweep away ail present human govern­ 
ments, and the Kingdom of Messiah 
will 
gradually, 
during 
a 
thousand 
years, fill the whole earth. 
This. 
in 
Nebuchadnezzar’s 
vision, 
was pictured in the stone, taken out ut 
the mountain without hands, m iracu­ 
lously. which smote the Image in Its 
feet and then became. Itself, a great 
Mountain or Kingdom, and filled tile 
whole earth. 
Anticipating thoughts in the minds 
of bls hearers. Pastor Russell claimed 
that Christendom has been astray for 
some time on this point; that It has de­ 
clared Christ’s Kingdom as already ex 
Isling 
The kingdoms of Europe unit­ 
edly are called Christendom, which 
means Christ’s Kingdom. 
But ulas! 
said the Pastor, how* untrue! The king 
doms claim upon their coins to be 
reigning by the grace of God. yet the 
Bible says that they are “kingdoms of 
this world,’’ and that the great ruler 
Is “Satan, the Prince of this world.” 


The Church Is the Kingdom. 
The Pastor claimed, however, that 
the Church is the Kingdom of Messiah. 
In an embryotic state. 
It is the King­ 
dom of heaven suffering violence, as 
Jesus said. 
(Matthew xl, 12.) 
The 
King suffered violence, His Apostles 
suffered violence, and all of His faith 
fill 
followers since then 
have suf 
fered violence. 
This lesson, to en 
dure violence as good soldiers, is one 
of the tests of loyalty upon the called 
and chosen, who, proving faithful, may 
become joint-beirs with Jesus in His 
Messianic Kingdom 
As the glorified Jesus is to be the 
Great King, tile Great Priest aud the 
Great Judge of tile world during the 
thousand years of His glorious reign. 
so Hie elect Church, gathered from ev 
ery nation, people, kindred and tongue.
